2. Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Richter (527,811). 

Regarding claim 4, Richter discloses a performance apparatus comprising a 
plurality of sounding element (d); at least one sounding element driving member (the 
toothed disk shown in the figures); at least one sounding element driving part (the tooth) 
provided on said sounding element driving member; an actuator (it is an inherent 
element of a music box, and Fig. 4 shows the rotation of the disk by actuator) 
engageable with said sounding element driving member, for driving said sounding 
element driving member(Fig. 4); a base part (Figs. 1-5 show a base); and at least one 
first braking member (a') fixedly provided on said base part (Figs. 1-5) in proximity to 
said sounding element driving member, said first braking member being engageable 
with said sounding element driving member, for suppressing a motion of said sounding 
element driving member (Figs. 1-4 show this function for suppressing motion of the disk 
in addition to damping the vibration of the sounding element). 

Regarding claim 5, Richter discloses the claimed invention. See above. 



3. Claims 1-3, and 6-8 are allowed. 
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4. The claims are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the prior art 
fails to reasonably teach or suggest in claim 1 that at least first cushioning member 
provided on at least one of said actuator and said sounding element driving member, for 
absorbing an impact occurring when said actuator comes into engagement with said 
sounding element driving member as set forth in the claimed combination.
